I F IT WERE NOT FOR THE GRAVITY 
of the situation created by Gandhi in India, there 
would be a strong element of humor in the spectacle 
of the Mahatma waiting to be arrested and the 
authorities stubbornly refusing to oblige him. 

Unfortunately, the subjection of the person of 
Gandhi may not mitigate the effect his campaign it 
having, or may before very long have, upon the 
masses. Nor need the malting of salt in defiance of 
the law be regarded as anything more than a simple 
symbol of something a great deal more sinister than 
is visible on the surface of events. What Gandhi 
has begun he may *o( be able to finish as he desire* 
to finish—without violence or bloodshed. He has 
urged his followers not to surrender their contraband 
salt "even if their wrists are broken." But he says

If the motor Is warm, the oil will drain 
out quite thoroughly but every last 
bit of it should be drained be for# new 
oil is put in. It la the last quart or 
so that is dirtiest. 

If the laet dregs of the old oil seems 
quite dirty, the motor might be flushed 
out with a quart of thin oil, but not 
with kerosene. • 


Detroit. April 13.—The time may

Great Jordan River Plant Produces Li^nt and Power 


By 1 MMy Special Correspondent 

J ORDAN RIVER, on (he West Com 
of Vancouver Island, is situated about 
forty miles from Victoria, and about 
midway between Soolre and Port Ren¬ 
frew. It warnamed bv Sub-Lieut. 
Manuel Quimper of the Spanish navy 
in June, 1790. when surveying the ioa -1 b«- 
tween Esquimalt and Nootlra. 

It is said that the survey work was done 
in the captured British sloop Princess Royal. 

I he British, on hearing this, demanded the 
vessel be given up to them at Noolka. A 
British naval officer was sent to take p-im 
sion of the sloop, but on arriving at Nootka 
found no sloop there. Believing that the 
Spanish were trying to hoodwink the British 
naval authorities, the British cormnander de¬ 
manded to know where the vessel was, and the 
Spanish explained that the sloop wft on its 
way down the com to be delivered. It is 
believed the British officer sent to retake the 
vessel actually passed the captured vessel on ib 
way up the West Coast, but weather conditions 
prevented him from seeing it. The Princess 
Royal was eventually delivered to the British 
owners at the Sandwich Islands in 1791. 

The Spanish laid claim after the survey to 
much of the West Coast of Vancouver Island, 
of which Jordan River was a part. 

The exact position of Jordan River is 
directly opposite Pillar Point on the United 
Stales side of the Juan de Fuca Straits, and 
has a very commanding position of the Straits. 
Those who have read and discussed the dis¬ 
advantages of the present ownership of San 
Juan Island, practically given the United 
States many years ago. after some years of joint 
occupancy by the British end United States * 
forces, need have little fear that San Juan 
Island has any real stragetical value in so far 
as defence of the Sbaits of Juan de Fuca is 
concerned. The Canadian position along the 
Straits from Victoria to Jordan River and Port 
Renfrew is so commanding and fooaidahln , 
that it would he as difficult for an enemy . 
force, naval or military, la enter past Cap. 
Flattery, as it would be to attempt the Dar- , 
danelles in Europe. 

Jordan River area is one of strategical im¬ 
portance from a defensive point of vantage. 

It will be remembered that during the early 
yean of the late Creat War. many believed 
that all an enemy had to do was to send war¬ 
ships en d do just as they pleased with this t 
Island. A casual glance at the map of this 
section with convince the doubtful ones just 
how difficult it would be for enemy forces to 
even attempt to enter the Straits. 

It is roughly thirteen miles across the Straits 
from Jordan River to Pillar Point. 

Jordan River was very sparsely settled until 
the Vancouver Island Light and Power Cpm- 
pany began its development there. 

EARLY LOfcCINC 

Prior 1o th e power co m p a ny's a rriv a l -the 
area between Sooke and Jordan River was in 
the logging stage. The early settlers did most 
of their logging with oxen. 

Among the pioneers of the region were 
Cseorge McQueen, the Clxrkes, Kirbys, Tug- 
wells, Andersens end ■ Mr. French. Mr. and 
Mrs. Kirby are still on their ranch near Jordan 


River, havmg been in this area for about thirty 
years. 

The lownsile on which the Jordan River 
settlement lives to-day was formerly the camp¬ 
site of the Michigan Pacific Logging Com¬ 
pany. The old buildings are ia use to-day. 
There arc newer fuse buildings on the site of 
the Vancouver Island Light and Power 
Company. 

. The manager of the company's plant at 
Jordan River is Mr. Walker, who has been 
with the company for many years. 

• It ia interesting to note the changes that 
base taken place m the Jordan River area 
since the power company began the spending 
of millions of dollars In give Victoria and the 
, poults south of the Jordan River area, includ¬ 
ing Saanich Peninsula, electric light and heat. 

STARTED IN 1909 

Preliminary work on this expensive project 
was begun in 1909. The original unit of 6.000 
lion epower was completed in 1911. and was 
followed the next year by another unit of 6,000 
horsepower. In 1914 another unit of 15.000 
horsepower was installed and placed ia 
! operation. , 

At presfat preparations are being made for 
the installation of a fourth unit that will furnish 
18,000 horsepower. A lot of preliminary 
work has already been done isi connection with 
this unit, and the actual installation will be 
made very shortly. A wharf has been built 
near the beach at Jordan River, so that the 
new machinery can be~ < «nloaded nearby. The 
completion of this last unit will bring the total 
horsepower development to 45,000. 

I he power house building is of reinforced 
concrete, 211 fact long and forty-seven feet 


with control gate, trash racks and a short sec¬ 
tion of sixty-inch |>ipe was installed at Fore 
Bay. The work required the boring of a tunnel 
through solid rack 201 feci in length, having a 
height of nine feet, in a horseshoe shape. 
Through this penstock No. 4 unit will run 
from the intake gate to the tunnel portal, and 
thence on the ground surface, supported on 
concrete piers and saddles for a distance of 
9.245 lineal feet to the power house at tea 
level. 

CLEAR VIEW OF STRAITS 

Fore Bay has a very commanding view 
of the Straits of Juan de Fuca as far as Cape 
Flattery on a very clear day. 

The water that comes into Fore Bay ii 
brought down a large llume of wood structure 
from diversion, where the Vancouver Island 
Power Company has its big dam. This flume 
certainly is a very fine piece of engineering 
work in itself. It is approximately five and 
a half miles long and winds its way along the 
mountainside on the eastern side of the Jordan 
Valley, where the country is very rugged and 
has a very steep incline on each side of the 
valley. The flume was originally completed 
in 1912. and in 1925 reconstruction of it was 
started and extended over four years. The 
reconstruction required some 7,500,000 feet of 


WATER WHEELS 

' The water wheels installed in units No. I 
. and 2 are two smgle overhung Pellon-Doble 
. tangential water wheels with a capacity of 
6.000 horsepower and are directly connected 
to an Alltt-Chxlmcrc-Bullock generator having 
a capacity of 4.000 k.v.a. and a capacity of 
13,000 horsepower, thus giving a total of 
25,000 horsepower in water wheels and 16,000 
k.v.a. in the generators. The electrical energy 
generated is at a pressure of 2,200 volts and ! 
is the third phase with a frequency of sixty 1 
cycles per second. 'I bis pressure is stepped up 
: to 60.000 volts for transmission purposes. 

There are three exciters, two having a 1 
capacity of 100 kw.. mounted on the same 
shaft with a 150 h.p. induction motor and a 
water wheel of 100 horsepower. The third 
has a capacity of 200 kw.. and is mounted in 
a similar manner with a 300 horsepower in¬ 
duction motor and a 200 horsepower water 
wheel. The switchboard is of the vertical type 
and provides for the control of high and low

There are three banks of transformers, 
consisting of two with a capacity of 1,450 
kw. per transformer and a third bank having a 
capacity of 3,000 kw. per transformer, giving 
' a total capacity of 17.700 kw. 'These tram- 
formers are oil insulated and water cooled. 

For the protection of the station thare arc 
two banks of four tanks of Canadian General i 
Electric lightning arrestors of the indoor type. I

WATER SUPPLY 

The water supplying the water wheels at 
the power house ii Brought down over jhe hill 
through pipe lines from Fore Bay. 'The water 
coming to units No. t and No. 2 starts ; 
thrqpgh a riveted steel line of forty-four inches 
in diameter. - - 

This pipe continues for 3,067 feet, until j 
it is divided by x "Y" connection into two I 
branches, where the diameter decreases to 
thirty mthes. Thr wxtcr supplying unit No 
3 comes through another pipe line parallel with 
the others, but has a diameter of fifty-four 
inches when it starts downhill from Fore Bay. 
and after coming down the hill 2,509 feet, the 
diameter ol the pipe is decreased to forty-eight 
inches, and then continues for another 6,651 
feet, and is reduced to forty-four inches in 
diameter. The total length of the pipe lines 
from Fore Bay ,to the power house is thus 
9.290 feet, and the static head at the power 
house is 1,145-feal. -.——.— __ 

DALANCINC RESERVOIR 

Fore tjay is about two miles up the hill 
from the power house, which supplies the pipe 
line with water and has an elevation of 1.150 
feet, and is formed by the erection ol two 
eartli-fliled dams, acting as a balancing 
reservoir.

All this lumber w*s cut by the company's 
sawmill adjacent to the diversion dam at the 
upper end of the flume.

The flume is of open wood box type, eight 
hy seven feet. It has a constant grade of one 
foot to 1.000 feet. Ifrha, a capacity of 257 
cubic feet of water per second, but before

The enlargement of this waterway was 
required to meet the ultimate developments, 
which will be reached in the fall of this year, 
when the fourth unit will be installed. 

A nairow gauge railroad parallels the flume 
for its entire length, and has greatly facilitated 
the construction at Jordon River during the 
past years. Some particularly fine glimpses of 
scenery may be seen at a number of points on 
this diminutive railroad. 

DAM CAPACITY __ 

At the end of ihe fhime line is the diversion 
dam. It is the main dam and is about seven and 
a half miles from the power house, it js a 
reinforced concrete hollow structure of the Am- 
berson flat-slab and buttress type, with a crest 
elevation of 1.268 feet. Its maximum height 
is 126 feet. The length of the spillway is 305 
feet and provides for a flood discharge of 
22,000 cubic feet per second. The flashhoard 
structure, recently completed within the spill¬ 
way. increases the impoundmg capacity of the 
reservoir by twenty'per cent.

16,500 acre feet, or the equivalent of 12,000

A little-known trade that nevertheless 
looms large on Vancouver Island for 
Indians on the various coast reserves is 
the collecting of edible seaweed in season. 

hi between fishing, hop' picking and 
other pursuits the Indisns have built up 
a profitable business in the harvesting of 
a special kind of seaweed that is edible, 
and which finds a ready sale to Chinese 
merchants. 


The trade has been in operation for a 
number of years, and has now become a 
recognized part of the season’s work for 
Indians from the various reservations. 
At Victoria, Nanaimo, Cowiehan Bay and 
at other points on the Island and among 
the Gulf Islands, the seaweed is gathered 


from the rocks at low tide. 


When gathered the seaweed is spread 
out on the shore to dry in the sun. The 
heat of the sun drives off the surface 
moisture and also curls up the leaf, in 
which form it is gathered into large saeks 
and taken to market. 

The saeks are weighed by the Chinese 
buyers, under the eagle eyes of the 
Indians, and a fixed price per pound is 
paid for the delicacy. The seaweed is 
used by the Chinese for a number of 
purposes, and is highly prised for its 
properties in a culinary and medicinal 
sense. 

From a scattered and isolated collec¬ 
tion of the edible seaweed, the trade has 
now grown to fairly large proportions, 
and is an added calling that helps the 
Indians in finding a useful occupation at 
an otherwise slack season of the year. 

In the fishing season all able-bodied 
Indians get into their boats and take 
their share of Lha silver horde of fish 
that shoal in the waters off Vancouver 
Island. They fish for themselves and 
nlso in association with Island canneries 
and fish reduction plants, and find a 
profitable business in the pursuit that 


we all can see the sky. The other half 
is down. The cabs arc different over 
here.”

Aerial mapping played a big part in 
Canadian aviation last year. When a 
given area is to be mapped, the aeroplane 
takes a series of photographs while fly¬ 
ing in a straight line at constant spool. 
The photographs are taken at intervals

which allow for each photograph to 
overlap the preceding one over half 
its area. 

The aeroplane, when a strip of terri¬ 
tory has been photographed, flics back 
on a parallel course, taking a fresh series 
of photographs which, in addition to 
overlapping each other, also overlap the 
first series. The entire area to be mapped 
is thns photographed four times. 

The camera, as each exposure is made, 
snaps a series of dials which record the 
altitude, the time, and the angle. When 
the area has been completely photo¬ 
graphed the photographs are developed, 
and the resulting prints are piecad to¬ 
gether to farm a “mosaic” picture frot^ 
which the map is eventually mads. In 
this way new territory in the northwest 
is now being surveyed from the air.

fracture of the stones. A very fine esample of 
a “tltchen-mJdden” Niaed to stand beside the 
modern CraJgflower School, but IU historical and 
antiquarian character was evidently not appro* 
elated or understood by the authorities and. afrer 
much dep^Uon by shell users. It was levelled 
rtyjcn to make way for playground cstension. It 
was not confined to the school property, although 
Its highest point was there: It ran along the aide 
of the Inlet, and when certain road work was 
being done ou the Oorge Raed I picked up several 
bone implements lying on the surface of the 
ground. Portage Inlet, like Esquimau Lagoon, was 
famous for lie clam and oyster beds, and Us the 
atone Age day* that joined our modern civilisa¬ 
tion so abruptly last century, theee banka must 
have seen sorqc strata eights. 

Ultimately the Lagoon, like all other lagoon* 
wUI fill up with soli washed down from the land 
and with the invasion and decap of plant life. 
It has one thing In IU favor In the conflict: no 
stream of any alee Hows into It. though there are 
two or three small brooks fed by the waters that 
emerge from the clays that collect the w»*er 
seepage from the gravels above. Theee day*, the 
same that underlie the greeter part of Victoria 
and Boantch district, pass under the grarel iu 
the vicinity of the two great excavations to re¬ 
appear again on the Albert Head sfa* They form 
a broad sloping band about the Lagoon and are 
responsible for the marshy places to IU vicinity, 
as weU as for the little brooks referred to. 


here la a special treat: on a branch of a.willow 
not ten feet away an Audubon warbler is mur¬ 
ing his .sweet little song, head In air and throat 
vibrating with ecstasy; There goes hU mate, nnd 
he. too. takes wing. A delightful spot Indeed l»., 
the lene end. with lO pretty cottages. ita birds 
and iu salty sea air. 

A KITCHEN-MIDDEN 

At the head of g little arm of the Lagoon we 
nom« out on the long spit that years ago under¬ 
took the fcloelni; off of th? bay that once rviaie-1 
hero. The foundation materials were the sands 
and gravels from <he high cliff# to the south, 
where the Ira "el pita nor; are Shoreward cur¬ 
rents moved the loose material north along the 
shore, but instead of I allowing tb? curve of the 
hay they carried their load straight ou until in 
time they had built a long spit aero*- the broad 
emranoe almost to Bodd HU1. where the tidal 
stream atlll maintains « channel between the 
l.*Toon end the aea outside. But not this alone 
would suffice to make the elevated barrier ot 
the present apit. The wave* TTrtving shore gradu¬ 
ally piled the material or the spit higher, steep¬ 
ening Its seaward .face but heightening IU crest. 
Other forces have been at work. too. and the 
spit gives an excellent Illustration of mans 
physical feature* of the- landscape Those while 
patches are the seen left by the shovel* of seekers 
for cUm sheila for the chicken run amt other 
purpo-es. Hut the shells ere not the detritus M 
the shore: they pos s e aa a history other thaw that 
of the few and scattered valve i that lie on tht. 
sands or among the driftwood of to-day We 
have in these grass-covered mounda an old IndUn 
“kitchen-midden” or refuse heap representing the 
common food of the native tithe. Heaps like this 
are round cm the Atlantic Coast aa well as the 
Pacific, aud were first observed and understood 
in Denmark, whore Baltic islands have them in 
profusion. It was the Danish students or their 
content* who called them by the name, anglicised 
but little altered, of "kitchen-mlddenaTb-y 
are found on the coasts of Scotland and Ireland, 
though In nothing like the same profusion. 
Besides shells they contain, here as there, the 
bones of animals with stone and bone imple¬ 
ments ami tools of varying degrees of skill. But 
also, as In Europe, no metalwork of any kind 
found in the shell mounds One of the features 
of them, and a quite decisive one as to their 


are from the veins of a leal, those marvelous 
transportation systems of our higher plant*, 
they do seem a prophecy of things mfht wonder¬ 
ful. Just aa the dull couacloueneaa of the lowest 
animals beara in It the promise of fidelity, ma¬ 
ternal affection and sagacity in higher ones, and 
thus of all (bote finer thing# of mind and spirit 
of man. Among the seaweeds are the glittering 
green leaves of eelgraaa. looking not unlike those 
of some specie* of Uiy Botanlcally they are 
lower than the lilies and even the gra s ses, but 
thev are flowering plants none the leas, only their 
flowers have put off the customary trappings of 
flowers and ate reduced to the bare stamen* and 
pistils alternately arranged end together enclosed 
In a hollow leaf base with close curtains of 
transparent cellulose Instead of the duat-Uke 
pollen of .land plants adapted to transfer by 
wind and Insects the eelgraaa has IU pollen iu 
tbc form of slender threads that move In the 
water aa if alive. True seeds are produced. An¬ 
other feature In which the eelgraas differs from 
the plants characteristic of the sea la found In 
Its roots which, while it performs the same at¬ 
taching office as the "holdfasts” of se a weeds also 
fulfils a much higher one. for like an many land 
plants it stores food In thaes hortaontal root 
stems, a*, they are oroperly called since they give 
rise to both buds and rootlets The rhiaomea «s 
root stem# are called, used to furnish one of 
the vegetable food# of the Indians, and the Kwa- 
gutls of th* north particularly honored this 


clusters are well on their way to maturity. Tail 
Willows arc putting out their leaves, some or a 
smooth'golden groan, others bluish with clothing 
of silken hairs In the sandy mud are huge 
horsetails, tbc »tamtnale spikes three-quarters of 
an inch in diameter, and struggling through 
alongside of them are their graceful fellow 
workers, th* sterile leafy form# l never look 
at these relatives of our ferns without thluking of 
the place they once occupied In the economy 
of nature In the days when in Europe and Eastern 
America they formed no Inconsiderable part of 
the great forests that furnished the carbon of 
the older coal fields. How sadly diminished in 
size, they flourish In wet shady soils and not 
least where they have the broken light and shade 
that comes from their newer relatives, the 
deciduous or annual lear-aheddlng trees, nn 
upstart newly-rich race unknown In the days 
when horsetail# were numbered among the 

aristocracy,of the,forest 

Here. too. In the water, la the hairy h*dpe 
nettle Borne of the plants are an eighth of au 
Inch on a aide of their aquare stems. Pull one 
up and aee its white stem from below the sand 
and water. Hottee. too. the odor from the stem 
and leaves where you have brulasd them ever 
so lightly. You hardly need to ha to your atten¬ 
tion called to It. for it la a pungent smell thWt 
assorts Iteelf and needs no seeking after. To 
me It always recalls hedgerows In Great Britain.

1 ramble than a mild April day following 
a night of heavy showers. The soft grey 
clouds through which the sun occasionally 
breaks sprinkle drops of rain at rare 
Intervals. The air is washed #«{ffcl and clean nnd 
so made capable of carrying both scent and sound 
In a higher degree than usual. Po^l* of water 
reflecting frag menu of landscape and aky break 
the monotony of the smooth-surfaced road. low 
willows art gay with silvery fertile catkins. fast 
ripening their wed*. while the earlier stamina e 
ones hong dteconsolstrly unable to shed off the 
rain. Meanwhile the leaf bud# have opened and 
the young leaves are unfolding to the sir. ClusUis 
or honey-sWaet golden flowers and little ball-Uko 
buda rise among the glossy and prickly leaves of 
the Oregon grape Some of these leave* are 
crimson with the autumnal dye of last year, hut 
not even that mark of age can take away thsir 
shining vigor. Here rises a bush of rod-flowered 
gooseberry. Ita drooping blossom# like email 
fuchsias with their reflexed sepal# of dark crim¬ 
son velvet, their rosy quilled petals, and their 
protruding purple-tipped stamen#. Further along 
la a common wild gooseberry bush with le«a pre¬ 
tentious flowers The ^Uraeas are clothing them¬ 
selves with leaves which still retail the clore 
r re aae* of the winter packing. While cluaters >*f 
bird che rry went the air pteeaantty; like msnv 
plants their odor la more delightful at a distance 
und when finely dispersed. Such odors are not 
necessarily unpleasant: even violets are not at 
their best at close quarter*. 

The road to the lagoon, or to Ocean tfcach 
as one of the signs puts It with a touch of 
American exaggeration, runs down a natural 
valley. * little glen whose aides are open fore#: 
of fir and balsam. It la a drop of nearly 200 
feet to the sea. but the road winds gradually 
down and then turning sharply to the right 
becomes one of the pleasantest of country lanes 
with a glimpse of the aea at the far end.
